Commentint on the bopes end aspiratiotia of 
the German Nazis as far as Austria it aopcemad, 
the Berlin correspondent of The New York Sun 
seyt, unfortunately for their calculations, they found 
themsehres opposed not only by a majority of tbe 
Austrians in their attempt to “Nazify" Austria but 
aim Premier Mussolini. Behind the Italian Pre¬ 
mier. The Sun correspondent goes on, "inyitible 
but chuckling audibly, are France and the Little 
Entente.” Thanks to the moral, political, and 
financial backrag of Mussolini, it is said. Dollfuss 
has felt strong enough to treat the Austrian Nazis 
almost with the same nonchalance as the Nazis in 
Germany have treated the Commanists, Socialisis, 
Democrats, Uberah, and even Catholics. ^ 

What seems to have aroused the Austrians and 
particularly the Austrian press was the discovery 
that Herr Theodor Habichl, a Nazi member 
of the German Reichstag, had been appointed by 
Chancellor Hitler as "Nazi inspector for Austria." 
With about 300 Nazi leaders. Chancellor Doll- 
fuss had him arrested, and by way of reprisaL 
the Germans ancsled Dr. E^rwin Wasserbaeck, 
duly accredited press attache of the Austrian le¬ 
gation at Berlin and ordered him to leave Ger¬ 
many. Waswrbacck. by the way, is a Catholic 
priest. On the situation generally and Habicht's 
activities especially. The Neues Wiener Tagebiatt 
observes: , 

Tb* Uoalon has regrettably saarpeasd tb) 
normal relattons whicb an Oatlrabla and mu- / 
tually adrantagaouA but a revival of nelfbbor- 
llnaaa la impoaslbla aa long as Berlin tblnlu aba 
can impose WIM-West msthooa tbrougboul 
Austria.
